of treaſure, leaſt he ſhould want, and become poors in - 
his old age : but this was preucnted, for tn a little time, 
A dreamer having gathered mach together, he dyeth on a ſudden; 
awaked, And like thatincredulouns Prince of Sawaria,that would 
not belecue the plentie prophecied; he onely {aw the a-. 
S.Cb1y{cft. Hom. bundance of wealth with his eyes, but had not that hap- 
pineſſe to raſte thereof. Saint Chry/oſtome therefore in - 
his latter Homilic, vpon the 11 5. Plalme, thewing thax 
cucry man is a lyer, he giueth this reaſon; becauſe they . 
promiſe many things concerning this life, that they wil}. 
build and plant, Buy, and Sell, or the like, and notmuch - 
afrer (faith he) perhaps the ſame night, or within a fewe 
_ they die, notperforming that which they pro- 
miſled. X | 

This is the folly of the worl1, and [gnatwy wilcly re- 
prehended this: whowhen one came to him, & told him 
he would dee fuch athing a month after; He anſwered,

whoſoeuer rhou art, but thou canſt not deceiue God, as 
Thales when he was asked this Queftion. Whether the 
deeds of men, might deceine the Gods. He anſwereth excel- 
lently, Noe, nor their thoug' ts neither, For wipe yy vorrs 
5 ©#is, God is the Searcher of the heart (ſaith he) as La- 
ertius reportethin his life. 

And God 1s the Ruler and DireQor of meus ations 
alſo, at the leaſt permiſſiwe;they can doe nothing withour 
this leaue and permifsien. A mans heartmay: deuiſe his 
way, but the Lotd ordereth his eps, ſaith the wiſe man. 
Prox.19:9. | know{(aith the Prophet) that the way of man 
is not in himſelfe, it is not in man to dirett bis ſteps. Teremrie 
10.23, I may concludethis point then, with that ſaying 
of Hanna. 1. Sam.2.3. Take no more ſo exceeding proudly, 
(je that ſay to day and to morrow ) let wot arrogancy come vut 
of your mouhes, for the Lords a God of knowledge, and by 
bim attions are weighed. It isnot in your owne power to 
doe what you pleaſc,bur inthe power and will of God, 
who onzr-ruleth and ordereth all things.

Vpon which Aguimas 
noteth; that the Apoſtle aſsigneth a two-fold condition; 
The firſt, inreſpe&t of God, without whoſe will nothing 
canbe done : The ſecond, in reſpeR of man, but this 1s 
Fr after the former, becariſe the will of man ſhould de- 
pend vpon the will of God. Saint Pax/thereforc fpea-

Thus Cicero in his fourth 
Oration againſt Yerres, 2nd with him P/avrzs and divers 
others ; amongit which,that of Sacrazes in P/ats is worth 
the noting; when he teacheth A/civzades that he gnight a- 
uoyd the inordinate afteions of the minde : Now di= 
ceudo, Stipe Socrates wellet ſedi Deus : Not by laying, 
if Secyates would, but if God. . 

O then beloued, be ar farre from vsthat we ſhould bee 
found ſo'irreligeous in this point, left enen the Gentiles 
themſclnes doe riſe vp in iudgement againk vs, and con- 
demne ys. Letvsrather ſtriue to be obedient, and ſab- 
mit our wils to the will of Gad. 
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And to moue vs to thiswe haue the example of Chriſt 


* himlſelfe, who praying vnto his Fatherinthe bitterneſſe 


of hi; ſoule (when his (weat was like drops of bloud 
trickling downe tothe ground,) Father ef i be pofible ler 
this cup paſſe from me :(headdes in the end this condition 
required in my Text) Nemertheleſſe not my will but thy wil 
be done. V pon which Saint Berward {weetly, Afcmentote 
fratrer quod Chriftur ne perderet obedientiamperdidit vitany :

It is related of Cyrus 
King of Perfathat he was obedienttothe Law of Armes 
that haning his ſword drawne to kill his enemie, and * 
hearing the retraitſounJed, hepreſently ſtayed his blow 
and ſaued his life. And oh that there were ſuch a readi- 
nefſe in vs;tobe obedientto the Law and Will of God. 
Weſhould be like vnro good Sonldiers intheB arre/,who

. commanded : We ſhould refolue with Epicterus, Semper 


magis volo .qued Dems walt quam quod ego vole. I will 
alwaics rather doe that which God wills,then that which
